“BERLIN, April 18.—[{Tribune Ra- 
dio. }—-Frantic covering by speculators 
after the official closing sent the dollar 
sky high on the Berlin money market 
today. It touched 32,000 marks during 

the flurry. 

At 1 p. m., the official closing time, 
the dollar brought 24,900 marks. Bank 
speculators who had sold heavily, ex- 
pecting the reichsbank to intervene 
were forced to take to cover hastily 
when the bank failed to exert its usual 
influence. 

Berlin is anxiously awaiting tomor- 
row, when it will be known whether 
the reichsbank will intervene to force 
the mark back to the former stabiliza- 
tion figure of 20,000 to the dollar, but 
there is a strong belief tonight that a 
new figure of 30,000 marks to the dol- 
lar, or thereabouts, will be set, owing 
to an urgent demand from the great 
industries, who find their prices above 
those of the world market. The ques- 
tion is whether the slump, after it has 
been once started, can hold that figure. 

Herr Hermes, minister of finance, 
has been severely criticized for his sup- 
port of an action which has cost the 
government to date 160,000,000 gold 
marks ($40,000,000), with little result. 
In the meantime the money mills are

United States has there ever been an 
attempt to transplant the English rule 
of libele on government to American 
soil. In 1798 congress passed the in- 
famous sedition law, which punished 
false, scandalous, and malicious writ- 
ings against the government, either 
house of congress, or the President, if 
published with intent to defame any of 
them or to excite against therm the con- 
tempt of hatred of the people. 

In so far as this law punished 
defamation of the President or any 
other person, and, in so far as it pun- 
ished those who advocated resistance 
to law or rendered aid to a foreign foe, 
it waa, of course, constitutional, but in 
so far as it sought to make criminal! 
any defamation of the government or 
of the administration in power, it has 
been generally considered to be uncon- 
stitutional. 


President Madizen’s View. 


In discussing this act, James Madi- 
son said: i 

“Some degree of dbuse is insep- 
arable from the proper use of every- 
thing, and in no instance is this more 
true than in‘that of the press. - It 
has accordingly been decided by the 
practice of the states that it is better 
to leave a few of its noxious branches

FRANCE USES WHALE 
TO CATCH A-SPRAT IN 
RUHR—BRITISH LABOR 


LONDON, April 18.—fBy the Associ- 
ated Press.j—*“ France is spending mil- 
lions on the occupation and getting 
next to nothing out of it; she is using a 
whale to catch a‘sprat.” 

This strikingly phrased conclusion is 
contained in the report of the Labor 
party’s delegation which went to. ‘the 
Ruhr in March to irnvestigate the situ- 
ation there and in other parts of Ger- 
many. The delegation was composed 
of Thomas Shaw, Charlies R. Burton, 
and William Adamson, meNPRD of the 
house of commons. 

‘The report, which was sabia tonight, 
declares the delegation found a state 
of war existing in the Rulf, and lays 
stress on the dangerous possibilities 
for the futute of such conditions, where 
the occupation force guns the risk of 
being “inextricably involved in the 
common ruin and being itself wiped 
out.” 

“In our judgment the situation can- 
rated ay: y be dealt with by any 
in nder the treaty of Ver 
sailles, but requires a new instrument, 
international in character, in the fram- 
ing of which. the German people should 
participate.” 
The report suggests an appeal should 
be made to the French and German 
governments to submit their proposals 
with regard to reparations and security 
to an international tribunal, and since 
British interests are more directly in- 
volved than those of any other state, 
except France, Germany, and sium, 
the initiative should be taken the 
British government in the form of a 
frank and definite statement of British 
policy.

A dispatch from : Donald. Day, Tus TRIBUNS 
correspondent in the Baltic states, was. printed in 
our news columns yesterday.

“RIGA, Latvia, April 17. —In an effort to fight 
‘the plague of children in Moscow,’ the cheka has 
announced the crganization of a special branch 
which will be known as ‘the children’s cheka.’ 
All members of this new department of the dreaded 
soviet secret service will be children, the oldest 
members being boys and girls of 16 years of age. 

“Commenting upon this step, the Moscow 
Isvestia, one of the official bolshevik newspapers, 
states that the hordes of beggar children which 
overrun Moscow would be adisgrace.to any civil- 
ized country and that Russia may be called ‘a 
country of orphans.’ Other Moscow papers during 
the last month have published many articles re- 
garding thé ‘problem of these children, whose 
lives were largely saved by American relief. 

“It is estimated that more than 15,000 homeless: 
orphaned children are living in the abandoned 
houses and cellars of Moscow today. 

“*Russia enjoys the sad fame of having more 
‘orphans than any other country in the world,’ 
declares the Mgscow Pravda. ‘From every portion 
of Russia they flock into the cities, and from 
every city they beg and steal their way into 
Moscow. 

“* Moscow is overrun with them. None knows 
how many are living in the city at present. How- 
ever, we do iknow that 14 and 15 year old boys 
murder and rob and bring their loot to their mis- 
tresses, who are only 12 and 13 years old. 

“*The keepers of the worst dives in Moscow 
have been found to be boys averaging in age from 
15 to 17. Agents of the Moscow soviet investi- 
; gating these conditions have found girl prostitutes

“*The illegal drug and liquor traffic carried on 
by these children is enormous and as,a result of 
its investigation the Moscow soviet has asked the 
all-Russian central executive committee to take 
immediate measures to combat this peril. 

“* The committee in turn has ordered the extraor- 
}dinary commission «{the cheke}.to form~a .special 
children’s cheka to fight’ this class of infant 
criminals.’ 

“In Petrograd the Krasnia Gazette notices that. 


leven the homeless children of that city migrate 


to Moscow. Papers published in provincial cities 
through Russia also report this migratory move- 
ment. 


“*The streets of Moscow swarm -with little 


\cigaret dealers, little beggars, little pickpockets 


and holdup men, as well as little prostitutes,’ de- 
clares the Moscow Isvestia. ‘This shows the 
decline of our home life, of our education, of the 
increasing unemployment and of the general de 
moralization of the people.’

There are many people who are just. 


as wise as the man who knowingly fed 
his children taw milk from a tuberculous 
cow. Do you” remember. the superin- 
tendént of St. Charles Boys’ school, a re- 
formatory, who bragged about feeding 
the boys in his state institution raw milk 
from such cows and who, to curry favor 
with a legislature dominated by the 
cow buyers’ association, gave a banquet 
in the barn of the school and fed raw 
milk from such cows to the legislative 
committee, They were tough old birds 
and probably survived the test without 
an exception. 
>. 


The Journal of the American Veterinary 
Association tells a pitiful story to match 
that which came from Edgar county. 
This last story is from Georgia, In 1912 
W. D. Odom lived in Valdosta, Ga. At 
that time Mr. V. H. Hightower had his 

tuberculin tested. Two reactors 
ere found. One was killed and found 
to be tuberculous. The other Mr. Odom 
took, kept her at the pail, and fed her 
milk to his family. Later he tirned this 
cow back to Mr. Hightower, and she was 
slaughtered and found to be tuberculous. 
When Mr. Odom gave his story to the 
papers his wife had just died from 
tuberculosis, two daughters. were in the 
tuberculosis hospital at Alto, Ga., g@nd 
his son, Jesse, had just returned from 
the Scottish Rite Hospital for Crippled 
Children, The boy has had bone tuber- 
culosis for nine years. 

During several years he was in plaster 
casts, and from time to time was being 
operated on. He is now 17 years old, 
weighs 51 pounds, and has a badly 
twisted crippled back. Mr. Odom tells 
the story. Some of his words are as 
follows: 

~~ 

“TI felt that the office of milk inspector 
was a graft to give some man an easy 
job, and did not believe that there was 
such a thing as tuberculosis in’ cows. 
This cow was fed just as those in the 
dairy were fed, and in one month she 
looked so bad that I was afraid to milk 
her. My son Jesse, developed tubercu- 
losis the next year and has had it until 


the present time (about nine years), and 
wife, I believe, contracted it from 
“the boy. My two daughters are now in 
the hospital at Alto, and I believe they 
contracted the disease p ieesged mother, 
who was buried here 

Mrs. Odom suffered from the disease 
for seven years and said many times that 
she hoped no one elise would have to suf- 
fer as she did, This s*atement was the 
chief reason why her husband and other 
relatives made public the facts in this 
cake. They wanted to do what they 
could to warn others against making the 
mistake. they did in haere 


SCARLET FEVER FUMIGATION. 

M. writes: “ re seems to be a mis- 
understanding inthe towns around here 
as to fumigation for tever.. 

“One doctor in our town, ‘tells his pa- 
tients that they no longer Yumilent for 
scarlet fever in the cities. is patients, 
some of them, fumigats carelessly, really 
not enough to count. 

“Other doctors spray wall paper and 
insist on thorough cleaning of woodwork 
and clothing. Sometimes this means 4 
month’s work besides expense.

REPLY. 

While many. articles have been written to 
prove that fumigation after a case of con- 
tagion does no good, as a matter of fact very 
few cities have discontinued using it. How- 
ever, it is_true that fumigation is not be- 
lieved in as Much ase it was ten years ago. 

It is recognized that it is more important 
to watch the patient than it is to fumigate. 
This means keeping quarantine, immediate 
disinfection of soiled towels and such articles, 
and, above all, not releasing the patient from 
quarantine until the tonsils are no longer 
boggy, the ears no longer suppurate, the nose 
no longer runs, and until all swelling of the 
giands has disappeared. 

It is also important to see that milk does 
not spread tiie disease. If disinfection of the 
premises is to be depended on, it must in- 
clude sunning and airing.

The whole sorry mess ‘illustrates anew a chronic weakness of 
the department which has often been pointed out. The depart- 
ment has worlds of good information scattered throughout its 
various bureaus, but this is uncollated and largely unused. It in- 
dulges in petty quarrels with Congress over which bulletins it shall 
publish while live news dies on its hands—news the agricultural 
press would welcome and give réal distribution to.

Why doesn’t the department divide up its farmer’s dollar 80 
that it will be of some use? It surely has sufficient facts to esti- 
mate the purchasing power of the dairyman’s dollar, the cotton 
grower’s dollar, the hog feeder’s dollar, the poultryman’s dollar, 
the sheep grower’s dollar, the orchardist’s dollar, and so on. The 
department has conducted propaganda for years urging some of 
these specialties upon farmers.
